Claims 1, 2, 6 and new claims 13-34 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 30, 2007 have been full considered but they 
are not found to be persuasive. 

Applicant is arguing that the instant specification contains support for claiming 
preventing pigmentation abnormalities in all carnivores and the examiner disagrees. 
While the examiner can find adequate support for improving the quality of the fur in 
some dogs and cats, applicant has failed to show support for the out right claiming of 
preventing pigmentation abnormalities of all carnivores. The examiner accepts treating, 
maintaining and even improving and possibly reversing undesirable hair discoloration, 
but not preventing.
